Sound Tricks 


‘There has been comment in England on the 
tricks played by sounds of guncfire, which is 
audible in some districts and quite inaudible in 
‘others, very much closer to the scene of the 
firing.” Similar phenomena were noticed by 
Samuel Pepys in the Dutch war of 1008. He re~ 
corded that gun-fire in the Channel could be 
heard in St. James's Park while at Deal and 
Dover the population could hear nothing. Ex- 
periments in the sound fields have been carried 
fon for a number of years in Britain, and spot 
ters of aircraft are even now benefiting trom 
them. In 1927 scientists carried out tests in co- 
operation with the Admiralty during naval 
gunnery practice at Shoeburyness. Listeners 
sitting before delicate apparatus at Nottingham, 
[Cardiff, Birmingham, Bristol and Sheffield re- 
ceived simultaneous’ wireless warnings when 
guns were fired.. By calculating the difference 
in time between the receipt of the warning and

This took about 35 seconds. From this height to

Spring commenced on Feb.4, In the days of th 
Emperors this ecromony (Li Chun) was ol 
Served throughout China and dates back to re- 
‘mote times. It ineuleated the useful lessons of 
natural equality and mutual dopendance of all 
lasses of the population on each other, and was 
at one and the saine time the foundation and 
coping of the Chinese system of government. 
Every year on February 4 (when tho sun is 
passing through Aquarius), the ceremony. of 
inaugurating spring was performed in every one 
fof tho 1300 Fu, Chou and Hsiens throughout 
the Chinese Empire. Preparations having been 
made on the day preceding, everything Wi 
ready by a certain hour for the oficials to ap- 
pear’ clad in thelr oMielat robot; they were 
cartied in procession in open chairs headed by 
bands of musicians, accompanied by many per= 
sony carrying banners, and well-dressed boys 
and iris on special stands, all gorgeously de- 
corated. The magistrates on passing out of the 
city gates were saluted with three guns, After 
taking a turn in-the flelds outside the eity In 
or near the Temple of the God of Agriculture, 
they returned and reported themselves to their 
superiors as having conducted the arrival. of 
the tiew season, spring. The following day, lone 
before daylight, the officials were out again to 
the Temple of the God of Agriculture or Divine 
Husbandman, where a young bullock yoked 
‘plough was brought along, the owner gener~ 
ally handing it to the magistrate, who ploughed 
several furrows and then sowed seed, This was 
all done in official haty and embroldered robes, 
ea and plain cakes were then served to the 
magistrate and his attendants as refreshment 
affer labour ; a reward was given to the peasant 
who conducted the bullock, and the animal it- 
self was usually bought and slain for a sacrifes 
to Confucius. Many farmers made it a point of 
breaking ground on the same day, and. great 
rojoicings were manifested through the length

eipline have no relations whatever to 
such a possibility, he said, 


Discipline Admired 
Referring to the Powers assistance 
to China, Gen, Chiang stated: “The 
record of four years sympathy and.

shown them tobe uniformly desirous 
‘of seeing strict discipline enforced in

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MR. MATSUOKA’S OUTBURST

Tt is doublful whether Mr. Yosuke Mat- 
suoka, Japanese Foreign Minister, would 
have made the bellicose statement which he 
did on Sunday if he had been fully apprised | 
fof the manner in which the situation is 
changing in Europe. While it is just as 
well to take the reports of what is alleged 
to be happening in Italy with considerable 
reserve, there can be very little doubt that 
Talian masses now realize the severity of 
‘the defeats which have been inflicted upon 
their troops in northern and north-castern 
Afviea as well as their deplorable failure in 
‘Albania, ‘That aly is crumbling has been 
‘Apparent for some weeks now, and the 
failure of Mussolini to give his people news 
of vielory, the only food upon which dicta 
tors can subsist, must tend to huvry the 
process. Collapse has not yet come, but it 
Is apparent from the actions of the Ger- 
mans that they expeet It, and are making 
dispositions necessary to meet the new 
situation which will then arise. ‘That will 
Undoubtedly involve the quict. conquest of 
Tlaly and the assumption of power by Hitler, 
possibly through Mussolini, or some other 
Tialian willing to accept orders from Berlin. 

‘What then will be the position of Japan? 
It ig. thé British determination - that the 
dofeut of Italy shall be but. the prelude to 
the ultimate defeat of Germany, after which 
Japan avill stand alone without a single 
nation frlendly to her. ‘That will be the 
result of the decision forced upon the Jap~ 
nese Government by military extremists, 
whose knowledge of the science of war has 
never at any time qualified.them as inter- 
niatfonal diplomatic experts. ‘That they still 
have faith in the potentialities of the Tri- 
partite Alliance is apparent in Mx, Matsuo- 
a's replies to an interpellation in the 
Diet, but Baron Hiranuma has let the ca 
out of the bag by threatening suppression of 
‘any domestic eritielsm of the alliance, show- 
Ing conclusively that there is such criticism, 
‘and Indleating uneasiness because of it. ‘The 
deduction to be drawn ig that it is being 
slowly realized that the Japanese Govern- 
ment under extremist domination has eom= 
milled Itself to. membership in a combina 























tion two-thirds of which face defeat in 
Europe, 
1 is all very’ well for Mr. Matsuoka to 





insist that the question of whether there 
shall be war in the Pacific, or not, depends 
solely upon the attitude of America, whose 
policy he insists must be changed before 
there can be ony betterment in the situa 
tion, ‘That is wholly at varianee with the 
facts of the case. There is no suytgestion 
that the United States will enter the war on 
the-side of Greut Britain and her Allies. In- 
deed there is every indication to the contrary. 
But there is also plenty to show that 
Washington will move if necessary to protect 
American interests in this part of the world, 
‘und will resist any atlompt further to change 
the status quo. Should Jupan persist in the 
poliey at present dictated by: the extremist 
Clements a clash will become unavoidable, 
fund the blunder which she committed: when 
she entered the Tripartite Alliance will be 
repeated by precipitating a war whieh Span 
ig Ill-fitted to fight. “Can it be thought that 
Japan, entering upon her fourth year of 
war with China, with her economic system 
already under an almost unbearable strain 
is in any position to sock to ght a 
nation such as the United States with their 
enormous industrial potential and resources

‘Tho answer is so apparent that Mr, 
‘Matsuoka’s declaration in the light of reali- 
ties Is pathetic, Bluff and bluster will not 


help to improve relations between the United 
States and Japan. Indeed the only result 
will be that the ‘task of. Admiral Nomura, 
the new Ambassador to Washington, namely, 
to bring about a better’ understanding, be- 








tween the two countries will have been 
greatly hindered even before he com-

great Britain engaged in the biggest 
le in her history she is still able to 
show that the processes of that democracy 
for which she is fighting can still continue. 
Mr. Wendell Willkie, who, has gone to 
Britain to see conditions for himself, has al- 
ready noted the fact, when, after witnessing 
the Prime Minister make a’statement on the 
Boothby case, and the House of Commons 
discussing the question of the freedom of the 
Press in the midst of a crisis, he described 
the spectacle as magnificent and refreshing. 

Democracy at work. It 
‘The debate was-on the sup- 
pression of the “Daily Worker,” a Communist 
organ, on the ground that it was secking to 
create an atmosphere prejudicial to the 
energetic prosecution of the war to a viclori- 
‘ous conchision, ‘The action of the Govern- 
‘ment was immediately attacked by those who, 
‘ruat caelum, would insist upon absolute free~ 
dom in all ‘and every circumstance, and the 
debate was between confirmed doctrinaires 
and those realists at present in charge of the 
administration, 

‘The House of Commons endorsed the 
suppression by an overwhelming majority, 
giving the Government what amounted to 
a striking vote of confidence. There will be 
those who will endeavour to make much of 
the Government's action as showing that it 
‘amounts to something indicative of the 
existence of a dictatorship. But those are 
the people who have deprived their own 
Press of freedom of speech even in times of 
peaee, who have prostituted it to serve thelr 
‘own disgraceful ends, ‘They are the people 
who cannot understand how it is that the 
newspapers of Great Britain are allowed a 
latitude in the matter of eriticism of the 
Government which they could not tolerate 
themselves. It has been recognized from the 
outset of this titanic struggle that as in the 
last war constitutional rights would have to 
be suspended. Fifth columnists have been 
put behind the bars without trial so that 
they should not be able to work against the 
interests of Great Britain and the Empire. 
‘The suspension of the provisions of Habeas 
Corpus was but an example of the lengths 
fo which real democrats would go in the 
interests of self-preservation. 

And if the personal liberty of certain 
people can thus be circumscribed the sup- 
pression of activities calculated to interfere 
with the common determination to persevere 
fo victory can surely be subjectéd, to the 
same treatment. It is part of the price to be 
paid for the ultimate renewal of the old 
freedom that, for the time being, it shall be 
suspended. ‘The spectacle of the legislature 
taking time apart to consider’sueh a matter 
fas the suppression of the “Daily Worker” 
must indeed have been an imposing one to 
Mr. Willkie. It is also highly significant. It 
shows that while the forces of the Crown 
are fighting in defence of democracy in the 
various theatres of war, Parliament is just 
as carefully watching over it on hte domestic 
front. Democracy is being defended from 
within as well 2s from without. That is 
‘only naturat in the ease of a people which 
during long centuries has carried out the 
struggle to obtain a degree of personal 
freedom which mankind holds so dear. 

Democratic ideals so ingrained in a race 
as they are in the British will not lightly 
be relinquished. Britons will not lightly 
submit to a system which would reduce 
thom to the status of brute beasts living in 
\‘a form of individual slavery. At the same 
time they will consent to a discipine in time 
of war with a willingness which makes it 
all the more striking. It is part of the 
price of victory that for a time the prin- 

les of democracy, where they tend to 
interfere with the Aghting efficiency of 
nation, shall be for the moment laid aside. 
It is indeed a small matter when the other 
saerifiees which become necessary are 
taken into account. At the same ‘time it 
must be regarded as the height of political 
maturity that a Government has the courage 
to take such an action, and that the legi 
ture has the wisdom to approve of what 
has been done. Subversive elements can- 
not be allowed to prosceute their activities 
to the endangering of the State in such cir~ 
cumstances as at present prevail. But re- 
cognizing that, Democracy still fhaintains a 
close watch upon its Government ina man- 
ner which is not permitted to enemy nations.

‘There| 
were people who were anxious ‘that the|

that at least another two years would have 
had to pass before Britons in China would 
be represented as they wished to be in the 
ranks of the RAF. But a squadron of| 
Hurricanes wilt shorily’ be there,” and. the 
ambitions of the community will have been 
achieved along ines considered most suitable: 
by the avthorities at home. : 

‘This success must only be regarded as an 
initial one. There must be no falling off 
in monthly or other donations. If there are 
those who are not contributing monthly, 
voluntarily taxing themselves, they should 
reconsider thelr attitude towards this fund. 
If there are those who are not giving all’ 
they-ought;-it is still not too late to mend| 
thelr ways. ‘The number of contributors) 
which has now been reached suggests that 
Britons in China have responded well to the 
original sppeal broadcast by H. E. the Am- 
bassador. But the question still remains as 
to whether every individual is giving what 
he should. That can only be decided by: 
each and every conscience, and if there arc 
any who are not subscribing because the 
amounts they could give would be small, they 
should bear in mind that no matter’ how 
minute a donation may be st goos to, swell 
the sum total just as small streams con{ribute 
to the size of great rivers. Five dollars may 
seem an insignifieant gifi,—too insignificant 
to forward, perhaps—but it should be re 
membered that that coolie who in Singapore 
sent along his few humble cents to tho war 
fund thare was imbued with the spirit which 
should move every loyal Briton’ throughout 
the length and breadth of China, 











HELP THE GOOD WORK 
Jan, 31, 


Yesterday the Salvation Army inaugurated 
its annual campaign for funds, and it is| 
sincerely hoped that, despite the many calls. 
which have been ‘made upon charitable 
Shanghai in recent months, the response will 
be equally as great now as it has been in 
the past. If figures. alone can tell the story. 
of the activities of the Salvation Army the 
half-page of statistics contained in the| 
‘annual report bears striking witness to the 
work which this world-wide institution is! 
doing here in Shanghai. To quote them all’ 
‘would be superfluous, but a few may be: 
mentioned {o give some idea of the great! 
activity of the Salvation Army in doing good 
amongst the poor. Foreign families cared| 
for cach month number 177; single men and 
women assisted 250. In the foreign men's' 
hostel meals and beds supplied total 25,510 
and 12,376 respectively. In the foreign men's 
shelter in Muirhead Road over 28,000 beds 
and 63,000 meals were supplied. “More than 
1,800,000 cups of tea were distributed to the| 
rickshaw coolies during the summei months 
of last year, 13,520 clinical ‘treatments were 
given them. Rice was distributed on 78 
winter nights fo the amount of 295,500 bags, 
‘with 90,000 loaves and 32,437 Ib. ‘of salted 
vegetables. 

But this does not exhaust by any means 
the list of the activities of the Salvation 
Army, who care for discharged prisoners in 
the whole foreign area, assisting them to 





splendid record of the Army in dealing with 
Chinese refugees. ‘The totals given cover 
the period from August, 1937 to July, 1940, 
when the Army managed the camps_with 
funds supplied by the International’ Relief 
Commitice, and the Shanghai Refugee Relief 
Association. The refugees cared for number- 
fed 68,100, who received 37,106,000 meals, 
85,000 garments and 20,000 units of bedding. 
No fewer than 447,500 received treatment in 
the free clinics, while 151,400 was treated in 
wards and given special food. 

Figures alone, however, cannot tell the 
whole story. Yet a moment's thought should 
reveal the intense activity and continual 
application of those in the Salvation Army 
responsible for carrying on the good ‘work, 
It fs axiomatic that any charity administered 
by the Army is administered well, and it 
is impossible for anyone acquainted with 
their work to deny them that meed of praise. 
In this connection an extract from the report, 
sliowing how splendidly the Army can rise 
o the oceasion is not without interest: — 

In one night during the bilter cold spell 
ast winter 500 people perished on the streets 
of Shanghai—one of the world’s richest cities.

It is in order that the work of men such 
as those responsible for actions like the above 
shall not be'allowed to fail far lack of funds 
that the appeal which the Salvation Army fs 
making is commended to the attention of 
readers of this journal. ‘There is so much 
misery in the world, so much of it at present 
man ereated, that it is a blessed thought that 
there are individuals and organizations who: 
fone errand is that of mezey for the un- 
fortunate. Here'in Shanghai there fs « great 
deinand upon the charitable, donors as well 
as workers, and it is unthinkable despite 
all the appeals which Shanghal has to meet 
that any of them should be allowed to fail, 
Equally unthinkable is it that the Salvation

ON ITALIAN FRONTS 


Feb. 1. 

‘The quickness with which Derna in Libya 
hhas been captured must occasion very con- 
siderable. surprise, though it clearly shows 
how the British and Allied forces have taken 
advantaye of the character of the tervain and 
followed closely upon the heels of the retreat 
ing Talians, What is even more surprising 
is the foct that the Halians apparently made 
no serious attempt 10 hold. the position, 
despite the fact that it was better fortifed 
than either Tobruk or Bardia, for though it 
is stated that the Matians offered more re- 

stance than at any time during the present 
campaign the Brilish were able to occupy 
the town after a short but terrific. attack, 
That the Hallans were unable to put up a 
botter chow was in all probability due t 
inferior numbers and poor moral. “Tt is. un 
kely that the British forces will be able to 
progress ‘towards “Benghazi, the capital of 
Libya, at anything like the’ speed they have 
been ‘snaintaining ever sinee General Sir 
Archibald Wavell opened his campaign. The 
terrain which has now to be covered changes 
from the comparatively level wide spaces of 
desert into hills and ravines, which will 
oblige them to remain largely” on. the. main 
roads, while these same natural features may 
prove to be of some assistance to the Italians 
should they decide to make a stand, 

‘The distance from Derna to Benghazi as 
the crow flies is some 150 miles. By the 
roads it will be somewhat longer, and the 
speed of the British advance will depend to 
4 great extent upon the rate at which the 
hills and ravines commanding the highways 
can be cleared of Italian troops who might 
otherwise threaten the Danks of the advancing 
columns. For that reason it would be unwise 
to expect any such spectacular developments 
as have so quickly followed cach other since 
the British and their Allies Taunched the 
original attack upon Sidi Barrani, for it may 
very well prove to be the ease that they are 
jn fact entering upon the hardest phase of 
the whole “campaign. ‘That they will be 
greatly assisted by the very substantial re- 
duction of the Tialian forees is true, but 
there is always a possibility that the Italians 
may fight more desperately the nearer they 
arg obliged to fall back upon the capital,

aeroplanes and tanks in greater numbers and} 
fn terrain better euited for mechanized arms 
than were the mountains and ravines further 

"south, It is reported that he intends to await 
the arrival of more reinforcements before 
attacking again, suggesting that the Tlian| 
adventure against" Greece, "which was, 
according to the Tlalian view, to have been 
something in the nature of a walk-over, is 
continuing to prove as expensive now as it 
‘was when the Greeks threw the Itallans 
across the Greco-Albanian’ border. 

In the meantime the British are closely 
following “the Tallan retreat in Eritrea 
where ihe Tialians may decide to make a 
stand somewhere south of Agordat. From 

«, Kenya” there Is a slow advance into 
sAbyssinia, while. newly. trained Abyssinian 
‘troops are moving forward to goto the 
assistance of thelr nationals when they are 
ready to rise against the Italians, Very con- 
Siderabte anxiety’ is being felt as to the fate 
of the 200,000 Ttalian settlers in the country. 
A is reported that they are concentrating in 
tie larger towns, and may be able to protect 
themselves, though there would have been| 
very ‘considerable rellet if the Ttallans ‘had!

“HITLER’S OUTBURST 
Feb. 1. 


Hitler, on the eighth anniversary of his 
accession to power, has delivered himselt of 
the usual type of ranting speech which the 
‘world has long been accustomed to hear from 
him, In a Tong tirade full of shrill bombast 
aid untruth, he again makes a promise to 
his people, namely, that: this year will be 
@ historical one of a great new order in| 
Burope, breaking tyranny and special privi~ 
leges,—in other words victory for Germany’ 
in 1941, On this occasion he has not, been 
quite so precise as he has in the past, but 
hhe may rest assured that, just as the British 
folled him in August and September of last 
year, when they completely threw his time 
‘able out of gear, so will they attempt to 
do the seme thing now with even better 
chances of success than they had then. For 
‘that reason they will regard Hitler's new 
‘threats with calm confidence. 

So also will the United States look upon 
hhis threat of what he will do to them as 
they proceed with their design of giving! 
increased afd to Britain, Here Hitler was 
undoubtedly endeavouring to say something 
caleulated to have an effect upon the delibera~ 
tons of the U.S. Congress on the “Lease or 
Lend” Bill. ‘The cables recording American’ 
reaction to the threat show it to be pre 
clsely what was expected. The people of the 
United States are not to be intimidated by 
the vapourings of a man who has a very 
Jong way to go before he even sees any real 
promect of victory, and the result of his 
‘threat is more likely'to confirm the Amerleans 
4m thelr determination to give Great Britain 
all possible aid than to do anything to the 
contrary. Hitler’s oratorieal grimaces frigh- 
ten no one outside Germany and Italy, and, 
except for the fact that this wicked man has 
brought go much tragedy to the world, might 
even prove amusing. One thing is quite 
certain, and that is that the temper of the 
United’ States is such that threats of this 
nature defeat the very purpose for which 
they are: mad 

‘Hitler endeavours to make light of the 
situation in Italy, by alleging “It a few 
defeats of our partner convince them that 
Maly fs going down they are mistaken.” 
‘That may sound all very well to the Germans 
who are carefully kept unaware of what is 
happening. Tt is an attempt to minimize the 
severe reverses which Italy has suffered in 
Albania nd Libya, but at the same time it 
4s a confession of Italian failure. In this 
connection it needs to be remembered that 
the reports circulated concerning demonstra 
tions and dissatisfaction have been admitted 
by the Itallans themselves. ‘They ‘claim, 
however, that the demonstrations were in 
fact held by the Fascists themselves against 
alleged incorrect reporting by American cor-| 
respondents; a story which will deceive no 
cone, while an Ttalian newspaper endeavours to 
explain away the dissatisfaction by averring 
that it ts usual for: the Italians to grumble, 
‘There is, however, none of that solidarity 
existing ‘between the German and Talian| 
peoples which Hitler would have the world) 
believe, : 

For once he probably tells the truth when 
he says that they could not be separated| 
by British propaganda, nor the Italian people| 
from Muesolin{ because of a few misfortunes, 
Hitler will take good care that the Italians! 
shall toe the line of his choosing, and cer~ 
tainly will not allow the Itallans to break 
‘away. from hls notorious combination. So 
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‘against any domestic movement in Italy to] 
oust Muzsolini from the office which be has| 
‘occupied with such disastrous results for his} 
‘country. It has been thought for a consider-| 
‘able time that Hitler is 

of a sense of humour. passage 
speech suggests that this opinion is not alto~ 
gether correct, for in the following passage 
there is a distinct touch- of the comic:— 
“We two [Hitler and Mussolini] ere neither 
Jews nor business dealers.. It we have joined | 
hands, this is a hand-clasp of men of 
honour.” No worse misfortune could ever 
befall Jewry than for someone to discover 
these two men were in fact Jews. It is 
indeed a hardship for any race to have to 
‘admit them as members, while as for them| 
being men of honour, if that is ro, then the 
word has lost its meaning, having possibly 
been given a totalitarian significance which 
decent people cannot for one moment accept. 





A WELCOME STEP 
Feb. 3. 


After an interval of just one year the 
‘modus vivendi concerning .the policing of 
the Western Area, which wac reached last 
February, has been supplemented by a full 
‘agreement between the Shanghai Municipal 
Government and the Shanghai Municipal 
Council, which it is hoped will settle once 
and for all the many questions which have 
been outstanding all too long, and establish 
means for restoring order in the, “Badlands: 
‘The agreement goes into considerable de- 
tail regarding the formation of the new 
police force and a system has been evolved 
which should prove completely workable. 
Attached to the agreement are three appen- 
dices and one special annex, which are of 
the utmost importance. In the first there 
is provision for “close pursuit” which 
reads -— 

‘Any person committing a crime in the 
‘Western Area, who runs, or escapes into the 
Seltlement, ‘or vice versa, and is closely 
ursued and arrested, wili be taken to the 
nearest police station’ of the area in which 
the arrest is made for record only, and will 
be handed over direct and at once, while 
the Police concerned will be held in no way 
to blame for erossing the boundary. 

‘This important provision should serve to re- 
move difficulties which have arisen in the 
past out of conflict of police jurisdiction, 
and should serve to rob criminals of that 
asylum which could easily be secured mere- 
ly by dodging across the boundaries. 


‘The same ‘appendix provides for close co- 
operation in dealing with possession of 
stolen property and the following up of 
‘serious cases of crime, and tends to give the 
‘Settlement and Western Area Police a de- 
‘gree of mobility which has hitherto not ex- 
isted, and while they will each maintain 
their separate identity, they will in fact 
‘become practically one single unit when 
dealing with criminals. This should ultim- 
ately have the effect of putting a strangle- 
hold on those criminals who, using the 
Western Area as their base, operate in the 
International Settlement taking refuge out- 
ide the limits and making it difficult for 

‘Municipal Police to go after them. 
‘That will indeed be a welcome change, but 
the provisions of the special annex are even 
more 80 — 

‘As soon as the Western Shanghai 
Special Police Force has been organized 
‘and established and commences to function 
Jn accordance with the Chinese law, all 
Megitimate businesses (such as the running 
fof gambling dens, traffcking in opium and 
narcotics and providing addiets with such 
narcotics) shall be forbidden to exist with- 
4n the area under its jurisdiction, 

‘All legitimate and unlawful business shall 
be ordered to cease with the inauguration of 
the Western Special Police Force and the 
commencement of the discharge of its func 
tons. Any attempt to resume such activities 
shall at once be strictly suppressed. 

If the intention expressed in this annex is 
‘carried into effect, and it is to be believed 
‘that it will be, then the end of all that makes 
conditions in thie Western Area so deplorable 
may be said to be in sight. It may be that 
‘those interests deriving profit from the illicit 
‘gambling dens will. offer resistance to the 
stopping of their very remunerative enter- 
prise, but the Shanghai Municipal Govern- 
ment should be able with the assistance of 
the new police force to put a stop to activi- 
ties which are“clearly illegal, and doing an 
‘enormous amount of harm. 

It is to be hopéd that there will be no 
further delays in putting the scheme into 
operation, and that every effort will be made 
to bring ‘the special police force into being 
‘es quickly as possible. ‘That subversive 
elements may seek to prevent that being 
done may be taken for granted, but 
the worth of this most important document 
can only be measured by the manner in 
which its terms are carried out. If that is 
done to the bitter end, then a substantial 
reform will have been effected and the 
Alsatia of rogues and criminals will become 
‘a thing of the past. For the rest congratula- 
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Commissioner of the Police Bureau of the 
Shanghai Municipal Government, for the suc- 
cessful result which has atiended their 
negotiations over the past year, and also to 
‘the Authorities—and particularly “Mayor 
Chen ‘Kung-po ‘whose assistance has been 
‘most useful, whose signatures are now 
appended to the agreement. The removal of 
‘a frequent cause of misunderstandings in the 
ast is a step in the right direction, provid- 
ing a chance for further co-operation be- 
‘tween the two jurisdictions. 





THE EXPECTED INVASION 
Feb. 3. 


By September it is announced that Great 
Britain will have between 7,000,000 and 
18,000,000 armed and uniformed troops under 
the plan to expedite the expansion of its 
‘armed forces. Thus will have been mobilized 
the greatest domestic army in British history 
and at a speed wholly surpassing that of the 
last war when during the years 1914-1918 the 
whole of the Empire mobilized no more than 
8,904,000. It is the formation of this huge 
army, and the severe blows which have been 
struck at Italy which will undoubtedly spur 
Hitler on to make his attempt to invade the 
British Isles, for it must be apparent to him 
‘that unless 'he can snatch a victory this 
spring he will face the prospect of Great Bri 
tain assuming the offensive with armies 
trained and equipped in sufficient numbers 
{o administer him the defeat which alone 
can save Europe. ‘That is why Ministers of 
the Crown are talking so openly to the world 
Jof the believed close approach of Hitler's 
jcontemplated fling. It is a good thing that 
they are, for the inhabitants of Great Britain 
fare living in no fool's paradise, but are 
being fully informed of what may be ahead. 

‘There must naturally be much speculation 
as to how Hitler will go about his invasion. 
But of only one thing is there complete cer- 
tainty, ‘That is that it will probably be on’ 
‘a gigantic scale in which thousands of Ger- 
‘man lives will be lost in an attempt to effect 
‘a landing. ‘The main factor will undoubted- 
ly be command of the air over the approaches 
to the British Isles, and that Hitler has not! 
yet got, nor is it believed that he will be! 
fable to secure it. It will be remembered 
that the British withdrawal from Dunkirk 
‘was only made possible by the manner in 
which the RAP. secured and maintained 
Jocal command of the air, for had. it not! 
been for their efforts the large assemblies of 
men on Dunkirk beaches would have been’ 
slaughtered by machine-gunning from the 
air and by bombing. ‘The first signs of the 
‘coming attempt, then will undoubtedly be an 
‘attempt to destroy the RAF, but as Hitler's 
attempts to do that have not been particular 
ly successful, and as the RAF. has shown 
fighting, it not numerical superiority the 
chances are that the Germans will not be 
fable to secure such an advantage as would 
enable them to transport the men across 
the sea unhampered. 


When he does strike Hitler may be © 
pected to do so with everything which he 
Possesses. Groups of parachutists and others 
conveyed in gliders will, it is believed be 
sent to Britain, in the hope that they will 
‘be able to disorganize the system of defence 
behind the coastlines. Against that millions 
of men are now equipped and trained, and 
‘while it is believed these enemy troops may 
‘be able to do some damage, it is expected 
‘that these British forces will be able to keep 
‘the situation under control long enough for 
other troops to deal with them. Lord Hali- 
fax expresses the view that the German in- 
vasion will be attempted at six or seven ports 
rather than at Dover, a possibility which the 
‘High Command has doubtless not overlook- 
ed, but in this connection it has to be remem- 
bered that no other port is as close to the 
European Continent as Dover, and that the 
towing of barges and the like over longer 
distances renders them and their cargoes all 
the more vulnerable to aeroplanes and sur- 
face craft. 


French speculation as to when the, blow 
‘will come is interesting. Basing their opin- 
fon on the occurrence of the lowest tides of 
‘the winter, comparatively smooth seas and 
visibility combined with the absence of the 
moon, giving greater obscurity and lengthy 
dark nights, they are reported to believe that 
the invasion may be attempted this month. 
‘The favourable period is expected to last 
from a week to twelve days, but there is no 
real certainty that all these factors will 
coincide favourably on any of those nights, 
while rather more than one will be necessary 
to make the attempt and follow it up. It is 
{interesting to note that if the, attempt comes 
towards the end of the month the Ger- 
‘mans will have approximately eleven hours 
in which to make their crossing. and effect 
their landing, and, as it has been suggested 
than ‘anything up to ten hours are necessary 
for towed strings of barges, ete., to effect the 
crossing, they will certainly not have much 
leeway with regard to

TOMORROW’S MEETING 
Feb. 4. 


It is to be hoped that the adjourned special 
meeting of ratepayers which will be resumed 
tomorrow at the Race Course will be fully 
attended, despite the reported intention of 
the Japanese not to be present. A full 
attendance of ratepayers of other nationalities 
‘will serve as a demonstration of solidarity 
and give full authority to the decisions which 
have still to be made, and it is for precisely 
that reason that it is, urged upon all rate~ 
payers to make a special point of being pre- 
sent. The decision of the Japanese to stay. 
away is to be greatly regretted for a large 
number of reasons not the least being that 
it is highly desirable that in an international 
ity such as Shangha{ all communities should 
take thelr part in its administration. What 
is wholly undesirable is that the business 
‘of the International Settlement should be 
obstructed by displays of narrow nationalism, 
and it is an unhappy fact that such a trend 
is being manifested, and emphasized by this 
decision of the Japanese community. When 
the harmonious manner in which the various 
foreign communities in Shanghai have lived 
together, in times of stress as in times of 
peace, is remembered the tendency to make 
national issues of purely municipal affairs 
cannot but be deplored. ‘The history of the 
International Settlement has shown in the 
past that while there have been disputes over 
municipal affairs it has always been possible 
fo avert open differences between the various 
nationalities living here. Given goodwill 
there is no reason why that happy practice 
should not continue. It can continue pro- 
vided all realize that cooperation must be 
‘mutual, und that to consideration of municipal 
problems must be brought a determination to 
deliberate upon what is best for the Settle 
ment as a whole in as dispassionate a manner 

possible. The present position of the 
wunleipality is wholly unprecedented, and 
this is no time for any one community to 
seck to impose what it conceives to be the 
only remedy over the wishes of the 
majority.

In my bellet the answer of the great 
majority of you will be “No.” If you delay 
paying the bill now, there will be a far 
heavier bill to pay when you meet again. 
‘Aiready exchange has again fallen. We can 
one of us forecast with any certainty the 
future. 


‘The outstanding point is that if there is delay 
in paying the bill now it will become far 
heavier in the future, and to endeavour to 
buy off trouble by temporary loans. is no 
proper method of endeavouring to solve the 
Settlement's dimMeulties. 


Parenthetically it may be remarked that it 
{is diieult to see how such loans could be 
raised without that additional revenue upon 
which they would have to be secured, and 
from that point of view the Japanese amend- 
ment puts the cart before the horse. But it 
is not necessary here to review all the argu- 
ments whieh have been put forward by either 
side. It is, however, desired to emphasize thar 
at the adjourned meeting the Japanese present, 
with the exception of a small rowdy clement, 
took no part in the demonstration, and gave 
every appearance of accepting the decision 
of the meeting in a, dignified and sportsman- 
Uke attitude. It is to that clement in the 
Japanese community that the rest of Shang- 
bhai must look for that cooperation which is, 
50 imperatively necessary if the good govern- 











ment of the Settlement is to continue. The 
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‘dea that there must always be a perpetual 
‘opposition on the part of one community to 
the proposals of the others, and that oppost- 
tion be of a purely unreasoning national 
character, should not be entertained for one| 
moment.’ The prosperity of Shanghai is 
something desired just as much by the 
Japanese as those others with whom unfor- 
‘tunately they do not at the moment see 
eye {0 cyc. Upon that prosperity depends 
the happiness and well-being of every re- 
sident in Shanghai. “Tt will not be secured 
by the creation and maintenance of schisms, 
but by o real desire to get to the root of 
the problems of Shanghai for the purpose of 
solving them in a. purely amicable. spirit. 
‘That should not be impossible. But it will 
need a greater degrée of cooperation than is 
at present being manifested. What appears 
to be necessary is that the leaders of the 
various communities in Shanghai should get 
together with the idea of endeavouring to 
adjust existing differences and to arrive at 
‘2 betler all round understanding. TL would 
bo a hideous thing if the future of this great 
city wore to be marred by the behaviour of 
fa small group of irresponsibles, and Shang 
hai's leaders owe it to themselves and their 
fellow residents to see that their collective 
Knowledge shall be used for the purpose of 
Girecting the affairs of the International 
Seltlement along lines calculated to contribute 
to the successful future of the city. 





NEWS SOURCES —

‘There can be few persons in the world 
of today who do not wish that thelr news 
came to them from different sources than 
it does. ‘The light sleeper who 1s awakened 
before the sun's rays have done more than 
enpurple the skies and is roused out of his 
slumbers by the early crowing of the cock 
—a witless bird, anyway, and one regarded 
by those who favour thelr morning tea at 
seven o'clock or even later as having been 
lunnecessarily cracked up by poets and 
philosophers of both eastern and western 
omispheres as Chanticleer—regrets that 
‘there should exist no later and more har- 
monious announcer of the coming of another 
day. While those whose debts to Morpheus 
are not f0 easily repaid, curse silently at the 
police dog which is let out of his dwelling 
{foo soon after Chanticleer has shattered the 
peace of night, and which barks its joy at 
having at last been freed from the doors and 
windows which Kept it from the throats of 
the robbers and other denizens of darkness 
it has been convinced were prowling about 
all night with evil designs against its 
‘master's silverware and crockery. Chanti- 
leer and the lively dog are both sources of 
news. Both murder sleep and do, there~ 
tore, in the individual newspapers which are 
the ‘doings of every man day by day, really 
make the front page. But neither is ‘wholly 
welcome. ‘They are nevertheless direct 
evidences ‘of something which has occurred 
and must be noted as such in even the most 
conservative of news-sheets, 


Not everything which appears in the news- 
sheets of this day and age is as well au- 
thenticated. Yesterday this journal was 
able to publish a dispatch from the “Sunday 
Express" of London which said that a sudden 
move by the Germans to overrun the whole 
‘of France in order to threaten Britain in the 
western Mediterranean was reported by that 
paper's New York correspondent, who quoted 
Vichy dispatches which had been reproduced 
in a Stockholm paper. To get news of what 
was going on in France, just across the 
English Channel, an English newspaper had 
to quote New York reporting from Stock- 
holm what was likely to happen just round 
the corner. ‘That is to say that the news 
hhad to travel half way round the globe before 
it reached the London paper in which it saw 
the light of day, and srom London to travel 
the other halfway round the globe to reach 
Shanghal where it recelved the prominence 
St deserved. Tt should not be forgotten that 
‘he reports of Allied victories in Norway came 
from Stockholm, apparently next door to 
the scene of operations, and yet they proved 
false, From Belgrade comes news of major 
disturbances. in northern Tiaiy, and in some 
sources they are just as suspect as those 
which came previously out of Stockholm. 
‘There seems to be no way of getting really 
authenticated news from the sources most 
Likely to give it out, except in the Democratic 
countries. 


Most of the belligerents confine their news 
to communiqués which deny what other 
belligerents have claimed. Suich and such a 
city thas been heavily bombed and great 
damage has beon done to military objectives. 
This is interpreted by the other side as 
damage to a cow, a rabbit, or church, and a 
hospital, No one knows what to believe. A 
notable exception are the British com- 
‘muniqués which, while laying emphasis upon 
the destruction’ of schools and churches, 
never say that no other damage whatever was 
done. It is possible in thelr case to read 
between the lines, that considerable other 
Gestruction also occurred. Not so the Axis, 
With them it would. seem that the braying 
of Balaam's ass 1s too often confused with 
that which comes straight from the horse's 
mouth. 














THE VOICE OF YOUTH

It is inevitable that at intervals the demand 
should be made that Great Britain, and her 
Allies should state the aims for which they 
are fighting. ‘The argument seems to be that, 
because Hitler has made it perfectly plain 
what his war aims are, his opponents should 
do the same thing. It is not a particularly 
good argument for the principle object which 
Great Britain has in view is known, namely, 
the destruction of Nazlism and the liberation 
of enslaved Europe from the bonds «with 
which Hitler has bound it. Mr. Randolph 
Churchill, son of the Prime Minister, in his 
maiden speech in the House of Commons on 
November 27, made a very telling point in 
this connection: — 

"With regard to the question of war aims, 

did anyone really think that war was going 

to solve all our problems? We went into this 

war very reluctantly as a last resort. The 

Idea that at the end of it one had only to 

wave a wand and all problems would dis 

‘appear was not true. In the «Army barracks 

‘one did not hear much argument about war 

‘ims. The men there knew that they were 

fighting for their homes, their lives, for free- 

dom, and the right to determine their own 
future, 

Europe knew that our victory would bring 
peace to all and a new chance of liberty. Of 
all those liberty was the greatest, Neliher 
Hitler nor Mussolini dared offer that priceless 
blessing. Tt was England's greatest and most 
hilstorle offering to a Burope enslaved. Some 
‘of the people who spoke about war alms seemed 
‘more anxious to procure some fad of thelr 
‘own out of victory than they were concerned 
{in the vietory itself. In some people's minds 
the talk of war alms sprang from a hope that 
there might be some easy and undiscovered 
way, by stringing words together and uttering 
lous phrases, whereby the end of the w 
‘would be brought much nearer. That was a 
wholly Musory view. 

‘We had nothing to depend on in this war 
except our own strong right arm. To suppose 
that by a few polite phrases we could per- 
suade captive nations to break their bonds and 
rise against their masters was a complete d 
usion, ‘The nations of Europe today, 
ground down under a most bitter and effcient 
tyranny, and we had no right to expect that 
they would rise in any effective way until 
vietory was already ‘emerging above the 
horizon. We shculd certainly be very wrong to 
count upon it. How could we tell what the 
situation would be when the war was over? 
‘Who would still be our Allies and who our 
‘enemies? 

‘That is the voice of the young generation 
plunged into this struggle by’ the grievous 
errors of its predecessors, just as much as 
‘by the overweening ambitions of criminally 
minded men, and it is a voice which has 
to be listened to. This is no such: war as 
most of those which are now history. It is 
@ world revolution, a struggle betweeri two 
widely separated ideologies, between which 
there can be no compromise. Can it be 
believed for one moment that by stringing 
‘words together and uttering pious phrases 
@ basis can be found for the reconciliation 
of the irreconeilable? ‘The question has 
merely. to be put to suggest the only possible 
answer. ‘This fight must be carried on until 
the evil thing with which the world is 
threatened has been finally crushed, and 
mankind is given an opportunity to take 
stock of the position which will then have 
been created. 

The only present aim which should be 
enunciated is to salve what is good out 
of the inevitable — wreckage—toleration, 
Uberty, free speech and a broadening standard 
of living. Tt is well that men of good inten- 
tion are quietly seeking to discover what 
sort of wotld can be rebuilt on the ruins 
which Hitler and Mussolini have created. 
Yet there is no guarantee that whatever plans 
they may be preparing will be applicable 
to conditions brought about by a victorious 
peace for Great Britain and her Allies. Tt 
follows that there can in fact be no state- 
ment of war aims at the present juncture 
which could possibly be productive of good. 
It might indeed only produce evil results, 
and the conclusion to be drawn is the same 
‘as that generation for which Mr. Churehitl 
was speaking, namely, that immediate con 
cern is for the prosecution of this struggle 
to victory. If Great Britain and those with 
her concentrate in taking care of this war, 
the peace can be left to take care of itself. 
Obviously it is highly undesirable to make 
any, pronouncements now which would at 
some later time enable Germany again to 
claim that she was tricked into defeat by. 
some document similar to the famous “Four- 
teen Points.” What is wanted is as complete 
a military defeat inflicted upon Germany as 
that of 1918, without any inducements’ to 
surrender save the threat of continued resort 
to arms, and the opportunity which that will 
create fo rebuild the future on the ashes 
of the past.

The Invasion Threat 


With the increasingly complicsted situation 
fon the Continent, it becomes more and more 
‘probable that Herr Hitler will try his luck 
before many weeks are out in an invasion of 
Britain. ‘That, Indeed, seems to be the only 
‘means by which he can obtain a decision one 
way or the other, and it has been obvious for 
a long time that’he has never envisaged. the 
Possibility of defeat. His general staff, whose 
fenure of office has, as a result, been precari- 
fous, have done that for him. The quandary in 
which the Nazis find themselves can be sum- 
med up in the words: they must regain. the 
fnitfative. Where can they do it? In the Balkans 
their best efforts appear to have come to 
nothing. Italy has proved what a gigantic blu 
is Fascism in the truly pathetic showing put up 
by the greatly superior Italian forces against 
‘the Greeks. The Italian navy-has shown that it 
is a better weapon in port than it is when out 
at sea. The Italian alr force has been outfought 
Whenever it has been in action, and when the 
Fecord of its activities is finally drawn up, It 
will probably be found that it lost more planes 
fon the ground than it did in actual aerial com- 
bat. All these reverses to the weaker link in 
the Axis have had their effect in stiffening the 
stand of the Balkan states and increasing the 
problems which Herr Hitler has to solve, With 
Malian pressure on its flank, Yugoslavia might 
hhave been forced to permit’ the movement of 
German troops through its territory. Without 
Italian pressure, there can be no doubt that 
Belgrade will seriously dispute any Nazi 
tempt to compromise its neutrality. It is, there- 
fore, by @ process of elimination that the con- 
‘lusion is arrived at that Hitler’s main chance 
fof victory lies in an invasion of Britain. AS 
Lord. Halifax has told the American public, 
many’ Britons are looking forward to any such 
attempt, and would like to see Hitler try it, If 
hhe does, there are four million well equipped 
and trained men waiting to receive him."And 
what a reception it will bel If the reports are 
correct that he has prepared upwards of eigh- 
teen thousand bomber and fighting planes for 
the attempt, it can be taken for granted that 
‘he will succeed in doing an enormous amount 
‘of damage before he is repulsed. The probabll- 
ity is, however, that the attacks of these planes 
will be concentrated on the points selected for 
Jandings, and that they will not damage the 
war potential of British industry in the interior 
of ‘the country. Hitler will, however, suffer 
from the fact that such concentrated’ alr al 
tacks are nothing new. The RAF, has proved, 
as at Dunkirk, that in the Home. area it c 
preserve the control of the alr. If the Germs 
attempt such a mass alr attack, it le certain thi 
their losses will be huge. They may be willing 
to suffer these losses, but whether the losses 
will bring any compensating gaing can well be 
doubted. Developments in. the general. war 
situation seem to be pointing to one great 
gamble by Hitler, but at the same time ‘they 
also indleate that the chances are becoming 
Increasingly against the success of this gamble, 


























Germany's Wanton Bombing 


The enemy is getting all warmed up over the 
question as to who is responsible for comment 

ing the bombing of open towns, particularly 
because of the very plain statement by the 
Parliamentary Under-Secretary of the Air 
Ministry that the Germans began it, The 
German ease is that Groat Britain was guilty, 
claiming that the British alr attack on the island 
of Syit on the night of January. 11-12, 1040 
started it. The island of Sylt Js well known as 
‘a military objective and a perfectly proper tar= 
set for the RAF. to attack. It was on the pre- 
vious day that the Germans made attacks upon 
towns along the Thames, in Kent, such places as 
Neweastle and Cullercoats, as well as’ stations 
on the Firth of Forth, most of which were not 
military objectives at all. It was In. Mareh that 
4 full scale attack was made upon Sylt and the 
Hindenberg Dam, the Germans claiming that no 
military damage’ was done and that only ‘non~ 
military objectives were aimed at. They en- 
deavoured to prove their case by arranging a 
personally conducted tour of the island by 
foreign newspaper correspondents, who were 
allowed no freedom of action, and only ‘per= 
mitted to sce what the Germans wanted them 
{o see. The plan misfired. It is useless for the 
German to try to evade responsibility for opens 
ing up systematic attacks upon open towns, for 
It has all atong been clearly a part of their 
policy of terrorism. The facts by now are plain 
for ail men to see, and to endeavour to ex- 
use their intensified warfare upon the civilian 
Population of Great Britain in non-military. 
areas by this type of subterfuge does the alleged 
intelligence of the German propaganda machine 
not the slightest justice. That Britain has ‘con- 
sistently sought out military objectives in Ger 
many is clearly demonstrated by the conditions 
ow known to prevall in western Germany as 
4 result of British air activities. Tt is possible 
that there have been some civilian casualties in 
Germany: That’ is inevitable in’ the case of 
bombing from the air, but that the British have 
‘embarked upon attempts at wholesale slaughter 
is wholly untrue, and only to be believed by 
those ready to be deceived by the Germans.

since the Panama Canal must be considerably 
widened before they ean make use of that most 
vital connecting link between the east and the 
west of the United States. The fact that Japan 
believes that they are being built is, however, 
significant of the careful watch being kept in 
that country on American naval expansion, and 
the nervousness with which this expansion is 
being regarded. Admiral Olkawa's reassurance 
hints at the existence in Japan of some secret 
weapon which will be able to nullify any ad~ 
vantages which the United States might gain 
from her huge naval construction programme. 
He referred to a “unique category of arms, with 
8 contrivance originally evolved” by Japan it- 
self, He also emphasized the importance of 
‘quailty ‘over quantity in. ships, Inferring that 
the Japanese ships now being built are better 
than anything the Amerleans have lald down, 
Both contentions are worth examination. In the 
first place the world has grown a little tired of 
the claim to “secret weapons.” It seems quite 
clear at the present stage that Horr Hitler made 
his threat of a “secret weapon" at the outset of 
‘the European war simply as an attempt to fur- 
ther the war of nerves which his propagandists 
hhad fougbt with considerable success» before 
September 3, 1939, If Hitler had had a “seeret 
weapon” worthy of mention, he would have un- 
Goubtedly employed “It before’ now. Admiral 
Oikawa's mysterious pronouncement about this 
“unique category of arms with a contrivance 
originally evolved” may perhaps. be placed i 
the same category as Hitler's “secret, weapon” 
and may be taken fo amount to no more than 
fan Improvement or adaptation of some other 
kind of armament which the world has long 
known all about. And considering that all types 
of armaments in this day and age, when’ the 
world is at war, are being experimented ‘with 
and improved upon every day, other navy 
ministries will not be unduly worried. So far 
as quality of ships istconcerned, ‘Admiral 
Oikawa's hint “that Japanese ships "are 
superior to American is probably Intended 
more for home consumption than abroad, 
‘The growth of the Japanese navy has been 
watched with considerable attention and ac 
miration by other naval Powers, but the cor 
clusion has been reached that the majority of 
its ships are overarmed for any fighting out- 
Side Japanese waters. As an offensive weapon 
at a distance from Japan the navy is somewhat 
Giscounted. Taken ship for ship, Itis possible that 
in home ‘waters, the Japanese might prove 
the ‘better, though the emphasis Japanese 
aval designers have Jald upon welght of guns 
hhas, even in their own waters, » sometimes 
proved disastrous. So far as general, ullily is 
, there ‘can be tittle doubt thatthe 
Ameriedn ‘vessels are as. good as any that have 
been constructed, and it'is very much to be 
doubted whether the American ‘naval command 
Would consent to fight a battle in conditions 
Which would be advantageous to the Japanese, 
‘They would be much more likely to walt for 
their chance to eatch the Japanese in conditions 
where thelr superior gun-power might prove i 
handicap rather than'a winning factor.

Over 2,000 lives were lost and 
me $5,000,000 worth of property was 
destroyed in less-than six hours. 

"The frst thip built in Hongkong 
after the occupation was launched on 
February 7, 1843. It was the Celestial, 
‘of 80 tons. Among tho latest ships 
to leave the slipways here were two

Persons committing erimes in the 
Western Area shall ‘be handed over 
direct to the Shanghai District Court 
to be dealt with according to law.

Th carrying out the above, much 
will depend on goodwill and a sincere 
desire to combine against the criminal 
element and every effort must be 
‘made to follow the spirit as well as 
the letter of the understanding, while 
any attempt to misuse those pro- 
visions for cooperation can only re 
sult in a state of affairs harmful to 
the public whom it is our duty to 
protect.

remove the devices,” 

‘These, however, were not all, for 
the detectives alsd confiscated a large 
number of cigars, cigarettes, cash, 
boxes, application forms for member- 
ship,’ account ‘books, bottles of 
wines, Uniforms for female and male 
‘dice shaking attendants were also; 
found and taken. 
which lasted well up to 
6 pm,, resulted in the closure of not 
only a’ gambling den, but of an opium 
establishment as well, ‘The premises 
of this'vice den, which was operated 
by a foreign syndicate on commercial 
nes, consisted of six rooms, four of 
which were used as playing rooms, 
while the other two, luxuriously 
furnished, served for opium smokers,

“During the year under review.

“The Salvation Army is a 
mission of the poor to the poor, to 
the desolated and forgotten masses, 
and amid the indescribable miseries 
of the underworld,,a helping hand is 
extended to all in need. Seventy 
five years ago William Booth com- 
menced his crusade against poverty, 
vico and erime, consumed with a 
passion to uplift the poor and ne- 
Blected masses in the ‘great City’ of| 
London. He stood all alone, and it 
is remarkable how the movement| 
spread throughout the British Isles 
and overseas until today it embraces

most pitiful. “Many of them have

Have you ever stopped to think what 
it must bo like to be without a cent, 
no certain abode, no employmer 
friendless and wandering about froin 
day to day. One such came into our 
offige some time ago and sald “For 
God's sake give me something to do”. 
T feel sorry for the man who has 
held a good position in life and has 
slipped. No words of tongue or pen 
ean describe the feeling of the man 
who knows he is slipping.”

Hundreds of 
thousands of cups of boiling tea have 
been distributed gratis. to. rickshaw 
pullers, This hot tea is not only a 
comfort to the men but it also pre~ 
vents the spread of disease os there 
is no need for the men to drink im~ 
pure water. 

“The Dispensary at the Rickshaw 
Mission Hut on Amoy Road. where 
‘a much appreciated work is carried 
fon, has an average attendance of 
thirty people daily.” 


Repatriation Work 

Hundreds of Chinese were re- 
patriated after the disbandment of 
the Refugee Camps, when many wore 
eft, without meang of livelihood. 
Others were “rehabilitated”, being 
given small sums of money in order 
to set up in some trade, and support| 
themselves thus. 

‘A. most important branch of the 
‘worl of the Army, mentioned next 
by the speaker, has been the free 
distribution of ‘rice to the need; 

“With the closing down of the Re- 
fugee Camps many of the Refugees 
returned to Nantao. Hongkew and 
Chapel but found life very hard and 
recarious," he sald. "The distribu. 
tion of rice was one way of helping 
them: This ‘method has proved to 

the least expensive as practically 
all the money donated was spent on 
direct relief. Tickets were distributy 
ed to the people in their homes and 
each ticket enabled the recipient (0 
Secure from a shop 5 catties of rice, 
‘This method of relief is still being 
carried on from four centres and 
any friend wishing to support this! 
‘work may do so by mentioning the 
‘same when contributing to the An- 
‘nual Appeal. $22,100.00 hasbeen 
spent on this work from the amount 
donated to the Appeal last year.” 

Tn dealing with the question of the 
Refugee Camps the speaker said that, 
‘The Salvation Army has, under the 
auspices of the International Reliet 
Committee and the Shanghai Relief 
Association, managed the largest 
camps in the elty.

The Fuel for Salvation 
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U.S. Marines Have No 
Knowledge of Incident * 


Shanghal, Jan, 30. 

Japanese reports that the United 
States Marines here refused to allow 
two Japanese teachers of the Central 
China ‘Telecommunication School 
to cross into the | International 
Settlement at the Wuchen Road 
Bridge on Tuesday morning were 
commented upon by Marine ofclais, 
who sald that they had not been in- 
formed of the incident, yesterday. 
‘According to a report published by 
the “Tairiku Shimpo” yesterday 
morning, the two teachers, in com- 
any with three other teachers, were 
Hiding in a car. At the Wuchen Road 
Bridge, they were stopped by two 
‘American sentries and subjected to a 
thorough-going examination. ‘The 
‘two teachers were in khaki “national 
uniform,” similar to the colour of 
Japanese army uniforms. 

Despite explanations by the Japan- 
ese that the national uniform was 
civilian attire, the American Marines 
refused their’ entry into the Settle- 
‘ment, the paper reported. The three 
other teachers were searched also. 

‘The report further stated that the 
Japanese. had asked the | Marine 
entries to make an enquiry at Marine 
Headquarters, but that “the latter 
had also refused to permit Japanese 
in national uniforms to cross the 
bridge. 

‘The Japanese paper finished its re- 
port by stating that Japanese Con- 
Sulate-General might protest to the 
‘American Marines, but so far the 
Marine Headquarters had received no 
‘representations.

Obtained by Gang

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Briton Rushes at 
Armed Kidnappers

‘Showing complete disregard for his 
‘own safety, Mr. A. Emms, a lecturer 
at the Lester Institute in Bast Seward 
Road, rushed to the aid of ‘Tsang 
Haictsung, a student of the Institute, 
when the latter called for help on 
being dragged away by four kidnap~ 
pers inthe compound of the school 
at 9 am, yesterday, i 

‘seeing Mr. Emms approach, one of 
the armed kidnappers fired a’ shot at 
him, missing the courageous Briton. 
The appearance of two Japanese 
soldiers on the scene frightened the 
Kldnappers completely and they fled, 
eaving the would-be victim. 

‘According to Investigations, young 
‘Tsang arrived to school in the In- 
stitute ‘bus and was alighting with 
several other schoolboys when three 
of the gang approached the group 
‘and, singling their victim out, forced 
him to go with them. ‘The’ fourth 
member of the gang was in the mean~ 
time holding the school watchman. 

‘Tsong shouted for help and was 
heard by Mr. Emms, who rushed into 
the street in pursult of the abductors. 
‘One of the armed men turned around 
and"fired one shot at the teacher, 
Who took cover behind an clectrie 
pole. ‘The other armed man at that 
time also pointed his, pistol at Mr. 
Emms. The appearancé of the two 
Tapanese soldiers frightened the kid- 
appers away and they eseaped, leav~ 
ing. Tsang. alone, 

‘Twenty. minutes later, a Chinese, 
armed with a pistol, attempted to 
eross the Garden Bridge, When 
‘ordered to stop by a Japanese sentry, 
the man threw his pistol on to the 
Foad and escaped Into the Interna- 
tional Settlement. At first it was 
thought that he was one of the men 
concerned in the kidnapping, but it 
‘was revealed that it had not been 
the pistol from which the shot was 
fred, 

‘The kidnapping’ was not believed 
to have been attempted on political 
grounds, ‘The fact that the intended 
vietim is the son of Tsang Kung-zah,

Mill 1,050 bags 
of flour on January 31, and February 
1, making ‘it possible to meet the 
full requirements of consumers on 
Wednesday of this week, leaving a 
Balance ot “3800. bags for” future 
reeds. If 4,518 bags can be accumul- 
ated by a deduction of ten per cent. 
from Imported forelgn flour corres: 
ponding to local No. 2 grade which 
has arrived here since the beginning 
of the year, a full day's supply to 
‘consumers on Wednesday of next. 
week can also be met by supplying 
this amount of foreign flour and 3,800 
bags of local flour, the communique 
ended. 











Sing-Song Houses Hit 
By Labour Dispute 


Shanghai, Feb. 5. 
‘The labour situation, which during 
the past several days appeared to be 
improving, was somewhat aggravated 
by. new demands presented to the 
sing-song house owners by the musl- 
clans, servants and rickhaw pullers 
emplofed by the concerns. 

It is understood that the employees 
have asked a certain Chinese lawyer 
to make representations to the house 
owners. A deadlock ensued when tho 
employers, through their Inwyer, re- 
ected the demands, stating that these 
workers depended upon their tips for 
living, and not upon their pay. 

The dispute at the Tu San Wel 
orphanage: was settled and 420 work- 
cers had resumed work on~ Monday 
morning. ‘The management dismissed 
2 employees, who received three 
months’ pay yesterday. 

‘The trouble at the orphanage 
réached its apogee on Sunday when 
the 8 dismissed workers attacked 
the premises and destroyed instru- 
ments and property to the value of 
almost $300,000. ‘The riot was quel- 
Jed by the appearance of French 
soldiers and Japanese gendarmes. 

‘The increase of pay, demanded by 
employees of the Park Hotel, was 
receiving further consideration by 
‘the management.

A haul of over $40,000 was made by 

a band of four armed robbers yester- 
@ay afternoon from the Puh Yih

Road, ‘The gangsters were in such a 
hurry to get away from the office, 
where they intimidated teen oc 
cupants, that they overlooked 
Qundle of notes amounting to some 
'$7.000, which was lying in an. open 
‘safe, One of the men picked up an 
overcoat belonging to an employee| 
and took it with him, there being 
early $100 in a, pocket. 
VThe robbery took place at 4.15 p.m 
the ‘gang going up to the first floor 
of the building and entering the 
‘mes of the company. Fifteen em- 
ployees. who were at work in one of 
the rooms. were intimidated. and 
huddled together in a corner. ‘There 
were two safes in the office, one con 
taining Shanghai dollars.’ and the’ 
other Yen, The former was lying 
‘open when the men enteted. anid two 
promptly started to empty it. taking 
$34,200, Another $7,000 was lying in 
the back of the safé und was overs 
Tooked by the thugs. Meanwhile 
‘other members of the gang picked up 
the keys to a second safe from a 
dgske, and emptied It of ¥. 4.8 

‘On the way out a robber picked up. 
an overeoat belonging to one of the 
staff, and put it over his arm.” The 
money, which was all in notes. was 
stuffed into an attaché ease tying on 
fa desk, ‘The whole affair was over 
in less than fve minutes, the men 
making good thelr escape before the 
Occupants could gather their wits 
sumelently to raise an alarm. A 
police party attended a few minutes 
after tho alarm. was raived but could 
find no trace of the criminals.

Child Protection 

Young people under the age of 18 
admitted to the Salvation Army Beg 
gars’ Camp sinee January 1 have 
been interviewed by social workers 
of the Child Protection Section.

Of 
these, 205 have been interviewed. 87 
with parents.

1a 
thelr cose. the vitimate problem is 
suitable employment, But a period 
‘of instruetion’ and” cultivation Is 
necessary before they ean be placed 
with hope of successful adaption. 

‘The Spring Festival was used for

employment during 1940, Tn all. 99 
from 27 factories were invited, and 
BL came, Gifts from various ‘firms 
were distributed, The purpose was 
achieved. namely to give a “group 
sense” to the scattered young worker 
‘and to inculeate a desire to. make 
ood. ‘The National Child Welfare 
‘Association made available 100 sults 
of winter clothing for the use of the 
Section in ils rehabilitation work. 


Adjustments in Police Cases 


Forty-one children were handled 
by the Section. of whom 39 were 
handed to the Section for adjustment 
by the Police, Twenty-two had 
strayed. seven had been abandoned. 
six were homeless. ‘Twenty-nine 
‘were sont to five institutions, seven 
were returned to. thelr homes. 
‘Thirteon eases trom previous months 
‘wore re-opened for re-adjustment, 

Seventy-four young persons under 
the age of eighteen were before the 
Court. Sixty per cont. of them were 
‘unemployed. and 77 per cent. guilty 
of thieving’ in some form. ‘Twelve 
had “had previous convictions. two 
having had four. ‘The Court im- 
prisoned 23. sent five to the Reforma- 
ory, and detained eight. Fifty-one 
young delinquents in the Reformatory 
‘and Women's Detentio 
interviewed by the Section and os~ 
sistance offered. Four who, in the 
Reformatory. stated they wished fo: 
the Section’s help in making a new 
start, were met by gang leaders in 
@ car upon release. 

New employment was found for 
three ‘boys from institutions. and re- 
adjustments were made In six cases. 
Seven new factories were approached 
for employment: five agreed to take 
young workers after the Festival.

How to Raise Money 


‘To the Editor of the 
“Nonmi-Cinwa Dary News 
Si—I should lke to compliment 
your correspondent Aura on his 
very able and straightforward letter 
in Wednesday's Issue of your valued 
paper. He puts forward his case for 
controlled gambling in the Interna~ 
tional Settlement ‘with point and 
argument which should convince al) 
but the most. rabid moralists, and I 
most emphatically support him in 
his contention that we should not 
permit all this vast sum of money 
to be lost to Settlement revenues. AS 
is well known, at, present this money 
49 going into the pockets of the 
Jopanese, and it assists them in. 
continuing their war here; whereas 
Af much of it could be relained by 
the Settlement it would be used for 
the benefit of the entire population. 
It is all very well for the extreme 
moralists to raise thelr hands in 
horror at the very suggestion of the 
Council taxing stock exchange 
gambling, to say nothing of running 
casino, but few of them would 
hesitate “to buy a ticket in the 
refugee lottery, Others argue that 
the Couneil would suffer a grave loss 
of dignity; but it surely was not a 
very dignified action of the Council 
to call a special ratepayers’ meeting 
and to beg for money to carry on 
with, The fact is that the Settlement 
is desperately in need of funds to 
meet an “altogether unprecedented 
situation, and desperate measures 
must be’ employed to obtain them, 
‘The two letters from W.HHK, 
suggest a practical and very reasons 
able method of obtaining a large 
annual revenue without creating 
hardship or hurting anybody's 
scruples, 1 refer to his plan . for 
taxing stock exchange transactions. 
Although it cannot be expected that 
the big weekly turnover which your 
correspondent quotes would be 
maintained throughout the year, for 
even the stock exchange has its 
periods of qulet business, perhaps a 
turnover of $30,000,000 ' per weele 
might be reasonably expected, and 
@ tax of 1 per cent. on this would 
‘yield $18,600,000 per annum, which 
‘would ‘relieve the Council of much 
of their embarrassments and help to 
mend the considerable holes in the 
ralepeyers’ pockets, I have been told 
that the Councli have no authority 
under the Land Regulations to levy 
puch taxes as this. In answer 1 
would point out that the Land 
[Regulations give the Council no 
authority to establish “a police force 
or to equip a large volunteer corps. 
But the sald Land * Regulations 
certainly do give the Council 
authority to maintain law and order

And Mounting Cost of Living 


‘To the Eallor of the 
*Nonrit-Cinxa Dany News 
Sm—In none of the views ex- 
pressed in your columns have the 
writers touched upon the real basis 
of our financial troubles, Economics. 
effected by paring down the salaries 
of the municipal staff, by abolishing. 
‘the orchestra, providing as it does; 
most wonderful musie (a form of 
yelaxation and uplift which it is re- 
alized is no longer a luxury but a 
necessity), and by cutting dows what 
is quite reasonably normal expendi- 
ture in other directions. will achieve 
little in the long run. They are merely 
palliatives pandering tothe surface 
Of a boll instead of attacking the root 
‘cause, 

‘Chinese and foreign trade is paying 
for the cost of aggression in China. 
Shanghai is being milked dry "by 
Nogitimate taxes—squeeze in short— 
‘and no amount of economy in other’ 
Aireetions ‘will relieve. the situation. 
It is now no secret that enormous. 
sums are being collected dally by’ 
the Japanese from every available: 
source, Agricultural produee pays 
‘tribute at every ingress to the Settle 
ment, as is apparent by the difference 
in priees within and without our 
‘boundaries; launches and sampans 
pay, often’ both In cash and kcin« 
nowly dullt houses in the Western 
District and elsewhere cannot be 
‘occupied until thousands of dollars 
‘are pald for the mere right to live in. 
them; barriers are erected In. ex- 
tra-Seltlement roads, and Chinose 
‘who pass them pay toll to the 

jambling dens pay enormous 
permission to carry on 
thelr illegal trade; ‘and how many 
factories, shops and even residences. 
ay dues is incalculable. Rumour has 
it that upwards of 80 million dolla 
‘a month are muleted from the purse 
of Shanghai, 

‘So much for outgoings, what of 
income? ‘The Customs. the salt 
gabelle, the railways ‘and other 
Government enterprises collect thelr 
millions also, a large proportion of 
which in past years has been repaid 
to Shanghal in the form of interest 
‘on investments, but which now. one 
uathers {rom correspondence in your 
columns, is lying in Shanghai banks, 
‘unused ond idle, What of these huge. 
accumulations in the hands both of 
the Chinese and Japanese? Were 
they distributed. and there seems to 
‘be no valid reason why they should 
not. be, the present situation would 
undoubtedly be relieved to a great 
extent if not liquidated, These ‘very 
considerable sums, now frozen, mean 
that money hitherto usable is out 
of circulation, “As they go on piling 
‘up, less and Yess money will be avail- 
able for legitimate business. enter- 
prise, which after all is the foundation 
‘on which Shanghal is built. and the 
istribution of which would be to 
the advantage of Chinese. Japanese 
‘and Occidental alike, Tt may not be 
invidious to mention that, according. 
fo your columns. similar’ Japanese 
oans pay thelr interest with com- 
‘mendable regularity. 

‘The writer himself is not concern- 
ed with Government loans and the 
interest payable on them. except that 
‘he, In common with every one else 
in’ Shanghal. and this” Includes 
Japanese. is ‘contributing to them 
‘whenever he buys a dutiable article— 
fa hat, a ton of coal, or a loaf of 
dread, These loans and the interest 
‘on them have to be paid off. It is 10 
‘be admitted, but to keep the money 
indefinitely out of circulation Is. in- 
dofensible, 

‘Paymenis such as those outlined 
and no doubt others unmentioned | 
fare not, however, the cure for the 
present state of affairs in Shanghal.

More on Their Origin 


To the Editor of the

-Sin—Bearing out the contentions 
of Amstiprs, published in your Issue 
of February 2nd, archaeological re- 
search has proved that an’ "ZEgean 
elvilization” existed in what we now 
call Greece, perhaps 1,500 years a. c- 
‘This civilization was "evidently not, 
the heritage of one single race but 
Was spread among many. They were 
far above: the level of savages, poss 
sessed flocks and herds, tilled the 
soll, and had mastered the rudiments 
of navigation. ‘They evidently made 
free use of the metals copper and 
fold. They also appeared to know of 
tin, ‘whieh they mixed with copper, 
and produced the more durable 
ronze, ‘Tin had to be brought from 
disiant western points, perhaps 
France or Spain, and this’ will serve 
{o indicate the extent of thelr trade 

‘and navigation, 

‘Nor was this any clvillzation bor- 
rowed from Egypt or Babylon but 
apparently a genuine native growth 
of Europe, centred around the 
‘Aegean, and destined to be among 
the progenitors of the Greek race. 

‘The Greeks referred to those 
earlier inhabitants of thelr pen- 
insular as “Pelasgi," the name aris- 
ing from that’ ‘eponymous hero 
Polasgus. 

‘The. early Greek mind loved to 
personify periods and movements in 
concrete human’ form, and we find 
therefore the first steps out of the 
dim Pelasgic past to be ascribed to 
single prince, the founder of the 
Hellenic name. 

‘The ancestors of the tribes which 
wore later to become Grecks were 
doubtless a fairhaired Aryan race 
who migrated to the peninsular from 
the North, and when these people 
had established themselves on. tho 
Zgean, we find evidence that. they 
demonstrated thelr virility by’ pire 
atical descents on the Egyptian coast, 
‘Thelr “nuisance value” Is evident 
from the fact that mention of these 
raids is made in the chronicles of 
Rameses I—about 1,000 n.c, 

‘The Pheenielans to whos 
wrongly ascribed all the begi 
of culture in Europe were cei 
fn influence upon \the civilization 
under review, but ‘that civilization 
was native and European, and not 
Semitic and imported, Although the 
Pharnicians were and 
traders—so were the people with 
whom they were in contact, ‘That 
the progenitors of our Greek friends 
benefited by contact, with the 
Pharnicians there can be no sdoubt 
fas among other legacies, the Pha 
niiclans left the “letters of Cadmus" 
—as the Hellenic people called them 
[=the alphabet. 

‘The Phaoniclan Influence also made 
Hiseif felt in the sphere of religion, 
To the then collection of Greek 
Deities the Phanicions added 
Aphrodite—the Goddess of fertility 
fand reproduction and Heracles. the 
God of Endeavour. Aphrodite is a 
modification of the Bastern Ashtaroth, 
‘and Heracles of Melcarth, 

It is generally accepted that the 
inhabitants of Greece 1,000 n.c. were 
the same race which ultimately, gave 
the World Socrates and Leonidas. 
This race was decidedly not Semitic, 
‘and with the exception ct a. few 
minor Infltrations, the ancestors of 
the, present Grecks, 

‘The present time is not the frst 
in the history of the world hat 
Grooce has fulfilled that frst of 
social duties—a manly and determin- 
fed resistance to lawless. aggression— 
@ duly no. less Important among 
nations, than among men, 

It is a known fact thai, Hitler will 
mangle history to the ends of 
whatever speech he may have been 
making, but surely. 1 
authorities on Ancient Greok history 
who could have pointed out to 
Mussolini that the same blood flows 
in the veins of those gallant Grocks 
of today who aro "pricking the 
bladder of blackshirt’ conceit ax 
jowed in the veins of that Leonidas 
nd his ‘immortal Spartans who so 
many years ago exploded the myth 
of Persian invincibility at ‘Ther- 
mopylie,

‘before Judge ‘Tsu in the Second, 
Special District Court in the French 
Concession yesterday for the defence 
Jot Mr. Jan Seba, Minister for Czecho- 
slovakia, charged in a private cri- 
minal prosecution with alleged as- 
sault on Mr. A. G. Pisarevsky, mana- 
ger of the Skoda Works Ltd, at 
the French Club during: the New 
Year ball, early on the morning of 
January i. ‘The case was adjourned 
Indesnitely. ‘Named as co-defendants 
in the action were Mrs, Seba and 
Mr, Seba, Jr, who Mr. Pisarevsky 
declared kicked him after he had 
‘been knocked down, 

‘Not one of the defendants was 
present in court, An array of Chinese 
and foreign counsel appeared for the 
parties concerned, including M. 
Auxion de Rulfe and Mr. Penkotse 
for, Mr. Pisarevsky. 

Called to’ the witnessibox Mr. 
Pisarevsky declared that he had been 
brutally assaulted and stated thot 
differences arose between him and 
Mr, Seba Jong ago which, he said, 
prompted Mr. Seba to attack him at 
the Freneh Club, 

“Continuing he sald that Mr, Seba 
Was expelled from the Czechoslo- 
vakian Clrele here, an association 
representing the local Czech com- 
munity, because of a “provocative 
ailitude” against various members 
‘Of the Czech community, ineuding 
witness. For months, witness said, 
Mr. Seba was malding’a lot of trouble 
for him and the members of the 
rele concerned and had shown an- 
Imasity towards him. 

In Teply to the judge witness said 
Mrs, Seba and Mr. Seba, Jr., also took 
part in the assault and said he was 
hit on the face. arm and various 
parts of the body. At the suggestion 
‘Of the French Police. he explained, 
hhe went to the Ste, Marie Hospital 
for treatment. The’ police he said, 
would be able to produce a medical 
certificate showing the extent of the 
Injuries sustained by him, 

‘Upon Mg, Penkoise stressing the: 
absence of all three defendants, M. 
Premet asserted that he would pro- 
duce documentary evidence to show 
that Mr. Seba is the Czechoslovalcian 
Minister and as such was subject 
only to international law applicable 
to diplomatic representatives, Counsel 
‘declared that his client was entitled 
to diplomatic immunity. 

‘At this juncture M. d'Auxion de 
RGM submitted that Mr. Seba was 
formerly the Minister for Czecho- 
slovakia, but is at present employed 
by the’ French Municipal Council. 
while Mrs, Seba and Mr. Seba, Jr. 
counsel argued. could not very well 
tontest the Jurisdiction of the court 
or claim immunity in any way. 

IM, Premet then argued that it ‘was 
for the court and not for counsel in 
the case to decide whether or not Mr: 
‘Seba still is the Minister for Czecho- 
slovakia and the more important 
question regarding his immunity. 
Mir. Seba still retained the title of 
Minister for Czechoslovakia, M. 
Premet submitted. and submitted thot 
the Czechoslovakian government was 
aUill in existence and its recognition 
‘and that of Mr, Seba, its duly accred- 
ited Minister. counsel declared. were 
matters left entirely to the discretion 
‘of the Wang Ching-wel regime. 

‘Atter characterizing the prosecu- 
lon as an absurd action. instituted 
to vent ."personal differences of 
opinion” and to air personal grievan- 
ces in court, Mf. Premet suggested 
that Mr. Plsarevsky had not been 
hhurt at all, and went on to declare 
that opart from being the holder of 
‘a Czech passport he was not a real 
Caech but a Jew who had no right 
to represent Czech interests in 
‘Shanghal. On the other hand counsel 
contended, Mr, Seba still was being 
‘acknowledged ‘by the French and 
other authorities here as the Minister 
for Czechoslovakia. 

‘M. d'Auxion de Ruffé then replied 
by arguing that Mr. Seba could not 























on {o say that he had resigned from 
hls post after the arrival of the Nazis 
and was no longer Minister. having.

While admit~ 
ting that he still retained the title of

‘Worked out by tong experiment, until it has 
become perfectly possible to decide on a 
newcomer's aptitude for flying before ever| 
he leaves the ground, sind even whether a 
man would do better’ as fighter’ of bomber. 
The RAT. claim that in these preliminary 
examinations we are fully wo years ahead 
‘ot the Germans, But naturally they are not 
Saying how it is done. 

Several people have been warning us that 
Hitler will try to invade England before tong.

‘ciple: they. believe in thelr ability to. win 
bya few hammer blows, but are not s0 
confident in thelr staying power. So Hitler 
must “do us in” as quickly 4s possible and 

ther only’ way to do that Is by an invasion. 

‘These thoughts, were in Members’ minds 
recently, when some very pressing questions 

* were asked in the House as to whether the 
Government are using all the powers. they 
have for the complete mobitization of all our! 
industrial forces for the winning of the War. 
‘The fact that there are stil some hundreds 
of thousands of unemployed men, and that 
many more women are available (and are | 
Urgently, needed) for war factories, isnot 
reassuring. ‘There is no doubt but that all 
our fighting men would welcome a German 
attempt to invade us, But what if it does’ 
not fake place? 

Having weathered the very serious, peril 
wo wore in after Dunkirke—why Hitler’ did 
did Hot attack us then Is the big, mystery— 
dnd having smashed the aeriat olitzkrieg, axe 
‘we in danger of falling back info the com= 
placeney of last autumn when Ministers con= 
tinually assured us that time was on our 
side? Assuredly there is no risk of that in 
the Prime .Minister’s office. But it may be) 
as welt that Parliament has begun to interest 
itself in. the matter.

STRAY NOTES 


Jan, 25-—My mind reverted to broody hens 


today when I read the sad story of a small boy 
who put quail's eggs winder a hen that “wanted 
to sot”: the eggs halched too soon and the baby 
quails popped off to the woods leaving the 
forlorn fowl feoling more broody than ever. 
Qualls, by the way, will sometimes hateh out in 
16 days and the oggs referred to above were 
possibly half incubated when the boy moved 
them. “A hen left to herself would probably 
bbogin to brood after laying a dazen eggs (note 
that Jungle Fowl seldom lay more than 9 or 10) 
‘—but the chicken farmer keeps taking the eggs 
away so that the pocr deluded bird. continues 
{o seratch and feed and lay in the vain hope of 
‘getting a family together : and then if she does 
go broody once in a year, the old-fashioned 
hen-keeper dips her in cold water “to cure tho 
fever”....and probably kills the bird with the 
consequent chill: Chinese farmers tie the poor 
wreichey up by the leg or tie a piece of cloth 
ound one foot, in the Lope that the consequent 
discomfort will dispel any romantic dreams 
about families, but to what extent such treat- 
ment is successful I am unable to say. Many 
years ago when incubators were of the most 
primitive nature and could not care for the 
hatehed chicks in cold weather, broody hens 
were often at a premium, and I have just beon 
reading in an old English book 2 most amazing 
‘account of how capons were used as a sub- 
stitute: the capons wore first made very tame 
by hand feeding and then, on the arrival of the 
baby chickens, their breasts were plucked and 
the bare skin’stung with netiles: immediately 
‘the small chicks were introduced they ran under 
the capon’s bresst....thus rubbing It gently and 
allaying the stinging pain. After being stung 
‘and soothed: in this manner for two or three 
nights, the capon not only continues to protect 
the chicks until they are grown up, but will 
subsequently treat new families “with the same 
tenderness ay he did the former.” I's sad to 
think that a once-gay rooster could be literally 
stung into assuming the duties of an amah.

Wartime Life at Home 


Visitor to Shanghai Tells of Marvellous 
Spirit and the Will to Win 
By Raum suaw 


Shanghai, Feb. 2. 


66 AS far as the ordinary man and’ woman, especially those 
who have suffered during recent air raids, are concerned 


there will be no-peace until Hitler is defeated.” 


‘From the most 


humble of workers in England to the highest in the land these 
are the sentiments that are being expressed throughout the length 
and breadth of Great Britain today despite all that the Germans 
have done to break the moral of Britons as they broke the moral 


of others. 


‘This news was imparted to me a few days ago by a 


man who had seen Londoners, Liverpudlians, Mancunians and 
others stand up to the worst that the Luftwaffe could hand out. 
He had seen them bombed out of their homes and take it with 


a smile on their faces. He had 


seen their fearlessness amid the 


frightful din of crashing bombs. He had seen the Britain that 


Hitler cannot defeat, 


It had filled him with pride to be able 


to call himself a compatriot of such folks, he proudly told me. 


‘Many and inspiring were the 
stories he told of the heroism and 
tunshakeable faith of Britons in their 
country, whose ultimate victory was 
Fever in doubt. He, too, as a'mem- 
ber of the British ‘Merchant Navy, 
had faced danger from bombs and 
torpedoes, but of his own bravery he 
was loath to speak, Instead he gave 
me a vivid picture ‘of England .as he 
found it during a month's stay’ there 
quiet recently when the German alr 
force unleashed some exceptionally 
intense raids on London and other 
centres. 

For instance he mentioned a frlend 
of his in London, who had been ren= 
dered homeless by the explosion of 

14_mine dropped by a German 
plane, This brave fellow, it appears, 
was in bed with his wife and young 
daughter during a heavy raid. Upon 
hearing the deadly” missile drop 
through the alr in’ the vicinity of 
hig home he immediately ung him= 
solt over the bodies of wife and 
child, Suddenly there was a tre~ 
mendous explosion and the door of 
the room came hurtling across the 
bed, covering all three people. ‘Then 
down came the celling, bricks and 
mortar. When they were dug out by 
Fescuo workers not one of the three 
people” was injured—thanks, to the 
oor. 

‘The gas stove was’ found intact in 
the middle of the street and, upon 
its discovery, there happend ' some- 
thing that proves such Nazi methods 
wil! nover beat the British people. 
‘The wife shortly before the raid had 
placed a rice pudding, which was to 
he cooked on the morrow, in the 
stove. Upon reaching the street her 
frst action was not a hysterical one 
8 one would have expected after 
such an experience—she opened the 
oor of the stove quite calmly and 
looked to see if her pudding had es. 
caped unharmed, Needless to say it 
had not. 

‘That famuly of three was rendered. 
homeless. "For weeks that followed 
they lived at night in one of the shel- 
ters but in the daytime the wife hod 
‘bad the stove put back in its proper 
place and she was busy cooking the 
family meals as if nothing had hap- 
pened. And she enjoyed the Joke 
ene afternoon when a genial old 
yentleman poked his head through a 
hole in the wall and blandly inform- 
‘ed her that he had come to “toon the 
planer” as ordered, "You'll find it 
Somewhere in the garden,” she told 
him, “If you ean tune it now you're 
better than I thought you were’ 

‘Then there was the story of. the 
ud naval pensioner, a watchman on 
‘hips in the London docks. His home 
‘was near the arsenal at Woolwich. 9 
target the Germans often aimed at 
Dut always seemed to miss. He had 
‘been bombed out of house and home 
end had slept for several nights 
under Silvertown arches. Was he 
dismayed? Not in the least. 


A Sharp Retort 


“I suppose you've gone to live 
somewhere quieter now?" he was 
‘asked when it had become known 
that he had secured another house 
in which to dwell. “Not on: your 
ites" was ‘his reply. “I've lived in 
Woolwich for twenty odd years, and 
no — Nazi alive "get me out of it’ 

On the night that my informant’s 
ship docked in London there was a 
Merce Nazi raid ‘in whieh his ship 
was hit and in which the true worth 
cf seafarers in danger was proved: 
‘The bomb hit the deek, pierced it and 
smashed through the’ cargo in the 
holds. “Luckily it did not explode but 
for ail the crew knew at the time, 
it might have been a delayed action 
missile. 

‘There were several men working 
Jn the engine room at the time. Most 
‘of them Were Britons and some were. 
Chinese. "Not one man made any 
move to go on deck even though they 
‘all know that a missile of sorts had 
Tanded below decks in dangerous 
proximity to where they were work 

































ing. ‘They carried on with their jobs 
even ‘though threatened with death 
Yad the missile exploded. Luckily it 
‘was a dud and did Tittle damage to 
the ship or the cargo. 

At this point another seafarer, who 
had been on deck at the time, joined 
fin the conversation. When the raid 
‘was most intense, he said, there had 
assed by the ship a lorry load of 
APS. workers, all singing at the top 
‘of their voices.” Thelr destination was 
‘a bombed area in dockland and their 
song, curiously enough (probably a 
theme song) "Keep the Home Fires 
Burning.” ‘Before morning came they. 
hhad been working for hours to put 
ut one of the “home fires” they had 
een singing about. 


In Liverpool 

In Liverpool there were plenty of 
signs that the Germans had been 
there on numerous occasions but the 
fe of that great port had not been 
disrupted in any way when this 
British ship berthed in the river and 
discharged her cargo. In the city 
Itself there were publie houses with 
whole fronts blown to bits. In full 
view of passers-by the Liverpudlian 
‘was taking his pint of mild and bitter 
and still enjoying it despite the noisy 
Jaccompaniment of tramears, buses and 
‘other vehicles in the street outside. 

‘There was one popular dance hail 
in the elty which had had al its 
Windows blown. out. Possessing 
rather a low root which made things 
hot inside when a crowd gathered, 
it proved to be much more. popular 
without windows than with” them. 
When the tanagement proposed to 
Dut in new windows there was a 
General outery from the young Liver- 
ool bloods and the windows stayed 
‘without glass until the weather grew 
too cold in October. 

“You people out hore,” this seatarer 
told me, “have gained an entirel 
wrong impression of what is gol 
fon in England. You believe London 
is in ruins und that huge areas have 
been destroyed. Tt is not so, Natur- 
ally. there has been some damage, 
specially in London, but to wipe out 
‘8 whole city is practically impossible. 
‘As soon -as houses and streets are 
bombed the debris is cleared away 
ahd builders get to work immediate- 
Jy, clearing away the mess and re- 
pairing the damage, for very few 
Duildings are completely destroyed. 
‘They are only damaged.” 

In London the dock areas have 
suffered badly and so has the West 
End. In the Strand, at Trafalgar 
‘Square, in Fleet Street, Kingsway 
‘and In many other famous areas signs 
‘of German frightfulness meet the eye. 
But life goes on in London as it did 
in happier times. The buses still 
roar down Oxford Street in endless 
streams, past many damaged shops 
‘nd department stores. The trams 
stil run on. the Embankment and 
[Cleopatra's Needle is still there to 
remind one of the victories of the 
‘British Army outside the borders of 
the country from which the obelisk 
‘came. 

















Never Seen a Bomb

‘Dealing with the food situation my 
informant told me that he had plenty 
to eat while he had been in England 
tnd that the quality of the food was 
fas good as in pre-war days. In fact, 
he’ added, English food was much 
better than the eatables he had been 
served with in Shanghai, Prices for 
food were a little higher, he went 
on, but aobody grumbled, 

‘The idea of keeping allotments, on 
which millions of English working 
folk spent their leisure hours in peace 
time’ growing potatoes, peas, lettuce, 
cabbage and other garden produce 
for their homes, has spread like 
wildfire and today allotments may be 
seen along railway embankments, on 
former commons and village greens 
‘and on large expanses of what for- 
‘merly were uncultivated fields. 


Comforts Appreciated 

Meat, potatoes and bread were 
plentiful, he stated and there was 
ho shortage of tea or coffee, although 
precious little of the latter’ is drunk 
by the average English family, There 
was also plenty of warm clothing 
coming into England for the troops, 
sailors, airmen and for the civilian 
population, he added. 

{At this point he showed me a warm 
green pullover which he wore, This. 
had been knitted by some American 
lady and had been sent to England 
with ‘thousands of other pullovers, 
‘earves, socks and other — woollen 
articles’ of clothing. And that Ameri- 
can lady, had she been able to hear 
‘what this seafarer said about her gift, 
would have felt more than amply 
Fepald for the time and trouble spent 
in making the article, 
ladies, who are knitting comforts 
for the men, will be happy to know 
that their gifts are more than appre- 
elated by the men who wear them, 
‘Their gratitude is unlimited. 

Railway journeys in England-these 
@ays are not too pleasant, my infor- 
mant told me, As far as I remember 
they never were—to me anyway. He 
‘was coming into Euston from the 
north when the air raid siren sounded 
‘at Watford, Immediately the . train 
slowed down but jed towards 
London. Looking out of the window 
he saw a German <ighter make 
smoke ring in the sky which is a 
‘signal to the bombers that a target 
has been spotted. Usually the bom- 
bers aim through the ring, he stated, 
ut on this occasion the ‘only plane 
to appear was a British, which 
‘engaged the German, 


Curiosity 
Tt fs on occasions like this that 
British moral may be gauged. Most 
of the people in that train believed 
that the fighter plane had spotted 
them and that the signal to. the 
bomber meant that something very 
unpleasant was coming thelr way. 
‘There was no panic, however, and 
‘everybody rushed into the corridor to 
watch the sky as the _anti-atreraft 
‘guns went into actlon—out of sheer 
curiosity, When Euston was reached 
the “All’Clear” had sounded and the 
passengers were able to make their 
way to thelr various destinations, 

‘The chiet characteristic of the 
people at home these days appears 
fo be on intense hatred of Hitler 
‘and all he stands for. ‘There is 
Ro defeatism and everybody expects 
8 British victory, although all’ are 
Fesigned to the fact that the struggle 
may be a long one. “It peace were 
declared without Hitler being defeated 
there would be x revolution in Eng- 
land.” this seaman stated. “Tho 
folks are bent on smashing Germany 
‘and until then there ean be no talk 
of peace.” 

‘Another factor which impressed 
this Briton was the unbounded faith 
the people have in their leader, Mr, 
‘Winston Churchill, His popularity 
knows no bounds these days, even 
among those members of "political 
parties, which formerly were in 
‘opposition to the ideals of the Con- 
servative Party to which Mr, Chur- 
hill belongs. Naturally there is 
eriticism of government methods, but 
one of that criticism seems to 
be directed at Mr. Churchill, who is 
recognized as the man who pulled 
England out of the soup after the 
tragedy of France, 

Not Prudent, But, ... 

He told many stories of the for~ 
titude “of ‘British families during 
ralds and of their refusal to move to 
safer places miles away from where 
they were employed, The people are 
resigned to the raids, If a bomb hits 
the house then it hits it and there's 
nothing more to be said, is the 
attitude adopted by most of them. 
While it may not be a prudent stand 
{0 take, it certainly shows that bombs 
have not reduced the English to the 
jittery stage that has been painted by 
‘the German propaganda officals.

From newspaper reports you will 
‘no doubt expect to hear that this 
country is nothing but a heap of 
rubble, but ‘you may take my word 
for it that there is surprisingly ttle 
difference between the present con- 
ditions and those obtaining before the 
outbreak of hostilities. Some towns 
have had heavy attacks, but the 
‘effect is comparatively small. You 
will have heard from your people in 
‘Manchester that they have had visits, 
and although no doubt they were un- 
pleasant, the results from an enemy 
point of view must be disappointing. 
many months ago we had a heavy 
attack over the city of Bradford, but 
the resulls were negligible. 

As I said before, we are all well, 
In good spirit, and looking forward 
to vietory. 

‘From some reports received from 
abroad it is obvious that overseas 
friends fear that we are on the verge 
fof starvation here. in fact 1 received 
‘a box of biscuits from New Zealand. 
It it were not tragic that they should 
‘think such things, it would have been 
a joke, Some things are a bit short, 
butter for example, but we have all 
we need to keep life going—and a 
ot more, It we have nothing worse 











than at present T consider we shall
